Pittsburg, March 9.—Convicted bank- 
zrs now prisoners in the W estern peni­ 
tentiary here, have discovered an ap­ 
parent discrepancy of more than $26,* 
000 In the accounts of the penitentiary 
and it is said that the amount may be 
found to be even larger. 
The board 
of visitors of the W estern penitentiary 
some time since appointed Henry Rei- 
ber, formerly paying teller of the 
F arm ers’ Deposit National bank, now' 
an inmate of the penitentiary, to 
audit the books of the institution. 
Finding an apparent discrepancy and 
being unwilling to assume all respon­ 
sibility, Reiber secured the assistance 
of William Montgomery, former cash­ 
ier of the Allegheny National bank, 
and J. B. F. Rinehart, former cashier 
of the Farm ers and Drovers’ National 
bank of Waynesburg, Pa., both con­ 
victs In the W estern penitentiary, 
who are said to have agreed with him 
In his findings. 
Reports of the alleged 
discrepancy was made to the board 
of visitors, who are awaiting the re­ 
turn of W arden William Johnson be­ 
fore making further investigation. It 
is said to be probable that the alleged 
discrepancy may be accounted for by 
had bookkeeping. 


If Government 
Expects to Convict 
Standard Oil Company. 
Chicago, March 9.—The government 
attorneys in the retrial of the Stand­ 
ard Oil Company of Indiana, which 
was resumed here, were told by Judge 
Anderson that unless they Introduced 
further proof sustaining their conten­ 
tion that the oil company accepted a 
rebate from the Chicago and Alton 
railroad, they might as well cease 
their efforts to convict. 
Judge Anderson, after considerable 
argument from both sides, admitted 
tentatively tariff No. 1203 of the Chi 
cago and Alton and tariff No. 4 of 
the Wiggins Ferry company. 
Before 
admitting the documents in this way 
the court spoke of the “fatal dis­ 
crepancy” in parts of the indictment 
against the Standard Oil company

IN PENITENTIARY ACCOUNTS 


Convicted 
Bankers 
Discover 
Large 
Discrepancy. 
Pittsburg, March 9.—Convicted bank- 
irs now prisoners in the W estern peni­ 
tentiary here, have discovered an ap­ 
parent discrepancy of more than $26,- 
000 in the accounts of the penitentiary 
and it is said that the amount may be 
found to be even larger. The board 
of visitors of the W estern penitentiary 
some time since appointed Henry Rei- 
ber, formerly paying teller of the 
Farmers’ Deposit National hank, now 
an Inmate of the penitentiary, to 
audit the books of the institution. 
Finding an apparent discrepancy and 
being unwilling to assume all respon­ 
sibility, Reiber secured the assistance 
of William Montgomery, former cash­ 
ier of the Allegheny National bank, 
and J. B. F. Rinehart, former cashier 
of the Farmers and Drovers’ National 
bank of Waynesburg, Pa., both con­ 
victs In the W estern penitentiary, 
who are said to have agreed with him 
in hiB findings. 
Reports of the alleged 
discrepancy was made to the board 
of visitors, who are awaiting the re 
turn of Warden William Johnson be­ 
fore making further investigation. It 
is said to be probable that the alleged 
discrepancy may be accounted for by 
bad bookkeeping. 


MUST SHOW FURTHER PROOF 


lf Government 
Expects to 
Convict 
Standard Oil Company. 
Chicago, March 9.—The government 
attorneys in the retrial of the Stand­ 
ard Oil Company of Indiana, which 
was resumed here, were told by Judge 
Anderson that unless they introduced 
further proof sustaining their conten­ 
tion that the oil company accepted a 
robate from the Chicago and Alton 
railroad, they might as well cease 
their efforts to. convict. 
Judge Anderson, after considerable 
argument from both sides, admitted 
tentatively tariff No. 1203 of the Chi­ 
cago and Alton and tariff No. 4 of 
the Wiggins Ferry company. Before 
admitting the documents in this way 
the court spoke of the "fatal dis­ 
crepancy’’ in parts of the indictment 
against the Standard Oil company. 
“If the government can furnish up 
further proofs," said he, “in support 
of its contentions than the tariff 
sheets already introduced, it may as 
well stop.” 
Judge Anderson argued with the de­ 
fense in that no evidence had been 
adduced proving connection between 
the Chicago and Alton railroad and 
the Terminal Railway association. 
"In the event it is proven that a 
jdint 
agreement 
existed 
between 
these two railroads the indictment 
would stand," said the court at one 
point. “It might also stand if it is 
shown that the two companies offered 
concessions." 
Attorney James H. Wilkerson for 
the government insisted that his ob­ 
ject in introducing the tariff sheets 
of these two roads was to show proof 
of publication and the intent on the 
part of the defendant.

New York, March 9.— Ceremonies 
almost equal to those of a launching 
marked the laying of the keel of the 
new batUeship Florida at the Brook­ 
lyn navyyard today. 
The occasion 
was marked by the presence of a 
large number of invited guests from 
Washington, New York and Brooklyn. 
Today’s date is a memorable one in 
the history of the navy. On March 9, 
1862, the Monitor, which was con­ 
structed in Brooklyn, fought the Mer­ 
rimac in Hampton Roads. 
The Florida and her sister ship, the 
Utah, will be the two most powerful 
vessels of the United States navy and 
will be equal to any afloat. They will 
be 25,000-ton vessels. The keel of the 
Utah was recently laid at Camden,

private shipbuilding firm and there is 
great rivalry between her builders and 
the navyyard here in regard to the 
time of completion of the two ships.

There is already a Florida, a coast 
defense monitor, on the navy list, but 
she will have to yield the name to the 
battleship.

The other medicines are to ward off 
diseases most prevalent in equatorial 
Africa, chemicals to make swamp wa­ 
ter pure and palatable, cures for 
snake 
bites, 
stimulants, 
opiates, 
knives and bandages. 
These supplies, packed in unbreak­ 
able and airtight bottles of a vul­ 
canite composition, fit into an alumi­ 
num case 15 by IO by 8 inches. 
Major Edgar A. Mearns, U. S. A., 
retired, medical director of the Roose­ 
velt expedition, dictated the selection 
of the 
medicines 
to 
be 
carried. 
Liquids find no place in the assort­ 
ment.

Known.

9.—The 
Spanish 
steamer Mouro of Bilbao has founder­ 
ed about two miles off Cape De La 
Chevre. The fat# of the crew Is un­ 
known. 
The steamer Mouro was bound from 
Huelva for London, and was last re­ 
ported at Ferrol on Feb. 13, in a dam­ 
aged condition. She was 1,370 tons. 
A fishing boat which has just come 
in reports that the Mouro was swept 
by the heavy seas on a ledge of rocks 
and that the boilers blew lip almost 
immediately, the steamer sinking like 
a stone. 
One of the whaleboats of the vessel 
had been washed ashore, but it was 
empty. There are no tidings of the 
crew, although several torpedo boats 
are scouring the seas by orders of the 
admiral of the port. 


PRISON DOORS THROWN OPEN 


Over Eight Hundred Persons Set Free 
in Cuba. 
Havana, March 9.—In accordance 
with the provisions of the general 
amnesty bill, recently passed by the 
legislature and signed by President 
Gomez, the courts of Havana issued 
orders for the release of upwards of 
800 prisoners. These include Juan 
Parra, sentenced to four years foi 
conspiracy against 
the provisional 
government, and the negro, Colonel 
Acca, reputed to be the most desperate 
criminal in Cuba, who was serving a 
cumulative sentence of ninety-eight 
years for homicide, robbery and fre­ 
quent attempts to break Jail. Several 
hundred other prisoners were re­ 
leased from various parts of the is­ 
land.

Carnegie Library Board has Just 


Added 144 New Books to 


the Library 


The board in charge of the Carnegie 
library in this eity has added 144 vol* 
times to the library . The institution 
is now better patronized than ever be­ 
fore. On Saturday last there were 268 
books taken out and cards were issued 
to 25 new patrons entitling them to the 
use of the library. 
The library and reading room are now 
open Tuesday, and Thursday evenings 
and Saturday afternoon and evening. 
The reading room is kept open Sunday 
afternoons. This costs the board $700 
a year, and for $900 the library and 
reading rooms could be kept open every 
day and evening. Up to last year there 
has been about $1,000 revenue received 
from the library tax levied. Last year, 
however, it reached $1,200, so that it 
left $500 for new books. It is hoped 
that in a short time the revenue will be 
sufficient to keep the library and read­ 
ing room open every day and still give 
money enough to keep up and increase 
the books in the library.

Little Rook, Ark., March 9.—Nine 
persons are reported dead and a num­ 
ber Injured as the result of e violent 
storm whtch swept through W estern, 
Eastern 
aud 
Southern 
Arkansas. 
Flight are reported to have been killed 
at Brinkley and dispatches on the only 
wire In operation between that place 
and Little Rock, a railroad wire, were 
to the effect that the town was in 
dames and its complete destruction 
seemed inevitable. 
Wires are down throughout the state 
and only meager reports have reached 
Little Rock thus far. 
A special train bearing physicians 
and nurses and the fire-fighting appa­ 
ratus of that place has started from 
Forest Citv for Brinkley. Those re­ 
ported to have been killed at Brink­ 
ley are: 
Daughter of T. M. Burch, 
Foote 
merchant; ------ Starrett, merchant; 
five unknown people. 
A Cotton 
It passenger train is 
lost iu the vicinity of Baucum, whore 
a tornado struck, and is reported to 
have been swept off the track. 
An­ 
other report is to the effect that the 
train was struck by lightning. 
Rail­ 
road offices in Little Rock have been 
endeavoring to locate the train for 
hours, but have been linable to do so. 
One Killed and Many Injured. 
A 
tornado struck Fourche 
dam, 
within five miles of Little Rock, kill­ 
ing a negro boy and injuring other 
negroes. Two houses were demol­ 
ished and one was completely de­ 
stroyed by fire after it had been blowen 
to bits. 
Several negroes are reported 
fatally hurt. 
The tornado crossed the Arkansas 
river at Fourche dam and raised a 
spout of water about 200 feet high. It 
traveled toward .the northeast and 
swept a clean path about sixty yards 
wide. 
It is impossible to get any defi­ 
nite reports from that vicinity. The 
tornado was followed by a violent hail 
and rain storm. 
The same tornado passed into Bau­ 
cum, where the extent of the damage 
is also unknown and from there to 
Kerr, In Lonoke county, where several 
homes were demolished, and E. B. 
Adams, a farmer, was seriously if not 
fatally injured. He, with his wife, 
son and three others were in the 
house at the time of the storm. They 
were buried in the debris, but all es­ 
caped alive. The home of Dan Wag­ 
ner, a sawmill operator, was also de­ 
stroyed, but he and his wife escaped 
with a few bruises. A gin and sev­ 
eral negro cabins were demolished. 
Alf the windows in a train between 
Gurdon and Rester were blown out. 
At Malvern the Methodist church was 
entirely destroyed at a loss of $6,000. 
The Baptist church was damaged, a 
portion of the courthouse was un­ 
roofed and other extensive damage 
was reported.

CROWD WITNESSES TRAGEDY 


Amateur Aeronaut Drowned in Outer 


Harbor of San Pedro, Cal. 
Ban Pedro, Cat., March 9,—While 
hundreds watched his frantle efforts 
to control a great balloon which was 
swiftly hearing him out over the Pa­ 
cific ocean, Lester Elkins, an am ateur 
aeronaut, twenty years of age, soared 
4,000 f* et Into the air before he cut 
loose his parachute and dropped into 
the waters of the outer harbor to his 
death. 
Ah the stiff wind carried him out to 
Rea, boatmen hastily left the Inner 
harbor In launches to rescue him. but 
owing to the high wind Ibtir efforts 
were useless.

It fulfills the impliec 
(prophecy in 
his 
playful 
title, “th* 
I secretary 
of 
peace.” 
The 
addrest 
fseeks to pacify business, pacify th* 
isouth, pacify the Japanese, pacify la­ 
ther. 
It is a great, optimistic, banig- 
inant, fatherly admonition of ”let no* 
I your hearts be troubled.” 
The first promise is, of course, tc 
(carry out the Roosevelt policies. 
In it 
(there is no doubtful note. 
It is made 
generally 
and 
specifically. 
It 
in t ­ 
imates that all these policies are pon­ 
derous and must be thought out til 
December, 
when 
there 
will 
be 
s 
further word. 
Then—and this is the 
meat in the cocoanut—the word saic 
will be sufficiently specific and definite 
so that business will know what to ex­ 
pect and what not to expect. 
\ On tariff revision the same note ie 
struck. Whatever is done will be done 
speedily, so that business may not be 
in suspense. 
There is one significant 
(utterance on the tariff to the effect 
that there will be reduction in somi 
schedules and advancement in “few, it 
any.”

Eventually we will also put up local 
refineries, but for the present all the 
cane will have to be shipped to out­ 
side mills. The prospects now are that 
the coming season will mark the big­ 
gest production of sugar in the history 
of Louisiana.”

Amateur Aeronaut Drowned in Outer 
Harbor of Ban Pedro, Cal. 
San Pedro, Cal., March 9.—While 
hundreds watched his frantic efforts 
to control a great balloon which was 
swiftly bearing him out over the Pa­ 
cific ocean, Lester Elkins, an amateur 
aeronaut, twenty years of age, soared 
■4,000 feet into the air before he cut 
loose bis parachute and dropped into 
the waters of the outer harbor to his 
death. 
As the stiff wind carried him out to 
sea, boatmen hastily left the inner 
harbor in launches to rescue him, but 
owing to the high wind their efforts 
were useless. 
As the huge bag arose it careened 
and was carried rapidly out over the 
water. 
Elkins tried desperately to 
guide it back to the land by swinging 
from the bar below, but soon the bal­ 
loon was far out to sea. The para­ 
chute filled after he had fallen a short 
distance, but was caught by the wind 
and carried still further out, and fell 
in the ocean a mile beyond Dead 
Man’s island. 
Elkins came to Cali­ 
fornia a few months ago from San An­ 
tonio, Tex., where his mother now 
lives. 
His body has not been recovered.

ARMSTRONG INSURANCE LAW 


Governor Hughes Recommends Some 
Amendments to It. 
Albany, N. Y., March 9.—Governor

amendments to the so-called Arm­ 
strong insurance law so as to give to 
the state superintendent of insurance 
power to take possession of the prop­ 
erty and affairs of insurance compa­ 
nies when necessary to conserve the 
interests of policyholders. 
Bills carrying the governor’s recom­ 
mendations were introduced by Sena­ 
tor Grattan and Assemblyman Ilamni.

Washington, March 9.—Having been 
practically completed by the tariff 
framers, portions of the new tariff 
bill were sent to the government 
printers. 
It 
is 
expected 
th at 
by 
Wednesday the entire measure will 
be in type. 
Although no announcement has been 
made by the house committee on 
ways and means regarding any of the 
schedules of the tentative bill, it has 
been learned on unquestionable au­ 
thority that as a concession to the 
shoe men because of the placing ot 
hides on the free list, the duty on 
shoes will be considerably reduced. 
While po figures were obtainable re­ 
garding the steel schedule, it wat 
stated on the same authority that a 
substantial reduction in the duty on 
steel rails, tools and similar products 
is provided for. A duty of 4 cents a 
pound on coffee is levied. This is by 
way of compromise with the Porto 
Ricans, who demanded a tax of 6 
cents a pound. 
W hiskey and beer will remain as 
they are at present, if the sub-com­ 
mittee recommendations are enacted 
into law, It was felt that whiskey 
was already carrying all the tax it 
could stand, while In the case of 
beer 
the 
prohibition 
movement 
throughout the country, it was ex­ 
plained, had cut down the consump­ 
tion of beer, and it wras felt th at it 
would be a hardship to impose any 
further tax. 
It having become manifest to the 
committee that duties derived from 
customs under the new bill would not 
produce the revenue expected, they 
turned to the expedient of reviving 
the war revenue act of 1898. which 
placed 
a tax on telegrams, bank 
chocks, playing cards and all stocks 
bought and 3old. That feature of the 
war revenue act is incorporated in 
the m easure as drafted, it is said. 
A m atter which is perplexing the 
committee is that of placing a tax on 
inheritances. 
President Taft wants 
it, it is declared, and is pressing the 
committee to take action along that 
line, and predictions are, it is said, 
that the committee will yield to the 
president's wishes. 
President Taft i? seeking to have a 
copy of the bill delivered & the sen­ 
ate committee on finance before the 
special session begins in ordo? that 
they may begin work on it at once, 
believing that much time will be saved 
thus and th at the extra session will 
be m aterially curtailed.
